THE SITUATION AT DETROIT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Derroit, Mich., Jan. 12.—The adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature at noon today 
caused a hegira at Lansing, the effect of 
which was experiencea here tonight when 
several lobbyists, Senators, Representatives, 
and members of the third estate arrived 
fresh from the turmoil and the excitement of 
the Senatorial struggle. Your correspond- 
ent endeavored to giean something from the 
gentiemen absorbed in Senator Ferry’s in- 
terests, but without fruitful results. One of 
them deciared that there was nothing new, 
except that Mr. Ferry’s friends were positive 
he would receive sixty votes on the first bal- 
lot on Tuesday, and that his supporters would 
stand b im until the end. A prominent 
Republican, identified with the opposition to 
Ferry’s re@lection, declared that the latter 
would receive only fifty-eight votes on the 
first ballot, and after the third not more than 
forty-six; subsequent ballots would 
never reach that number, and that after the 
fifth or sixth ballot, or about the third day, 
the Ferry managers wouldn’t be able to keep 
these together. It is conceded on all sides 
that Senator Ferry’s friends will possess the 
power to name a compromise candidate, and 
anybody objectionable to the present Senator 
cannot be selected. It is thought by many 
that if Ferry is finally deserted his influence 
will be cast in favor of somebody from the 
eastern part of the State, sothat he himself 
will be in better condition, by reason of loca- 
tion, to antagonize Conger in four years, 

HUBBELL’S TACTICS. 

“ Hubbell’s influence at Lansing does not 
extend beyond the nineteen 8 anti- 
Ferry legislators,“ said a Republican yester- 
day. “in fact,” he continued, * Hubbell 
knows that it is the worst policy in the world 
for him to say too much up here or be too 
brash.

* Tue danger of telegraph wires strung upon 
poles has again been illustrated in the Mil- 
waukee fire. They interfered with the fire- 
men in the attack upon the fire and they pre- 
vented rescues that might otherwise have 
been made. A correspondent suggests that 
the firemen be supplied with strong shears 
fastened upon long pole-handles; but this 
will not do, for Marshal Swenie says the 
wires cannot be cut without endangering 
life. The telegraph poles are so insecure 
that they are almost sure to fall when the 
support is taken away which the wires give 
them. Both Marshal Swenie and Prof. Bar- 
rett, the Chicago electrician, maintain that 
the only way to prevent telegraph wires from 
interfering with the firemen is te put the 
wires under ground—a plan that is entirely 
feasible and only needs the persistence of the 
authorities for its accomplishment. There 
should be no more concessions in this city, 
and the date fixed by ordinance—May 1, 188 
—when all wires must be placed under 
ground should not be extended either by au- 
thority of the Council or by negligence of the 
Mayor.

YESTERDAY was a very light day in the 
Illinois Legislature and early adjournment 
ment was had in both Houses. In the Sen- 
ate George E. White presented a bill to di- 
vide Cook County into six Commissioner’s dis- 
tricts, the district included within the corpo- 
rate limits of Chicago to be represented by 
four Commissioners and the five in the 
country by one. Under this system the 
Commissioners must be residents of their 
respective districts, bit will be voted for by 
the county at large: Senator Mamer pre- 
sents the Eighth-Ward idea of reform in 
the shape of a proposition to divide the 
county into fifteen districts, each with one 
representative in the board, and ten of the 
districts to be included in the city. In the 
House a joint resolution was adopted urging 
the Senators and Representatives from Lili- 
nois to impress upon Congress the desire of 
their constituents for the passage of the 
Hennepin Canal billand the acquirement by 
the National Government of the Lilinois & 
Michigan Canal. Both Houses have ad- 
journed until Monday evening, which means 
Tuesday morning, and no work will be done 
in either branch until after the choice of the 
Republican. caucus for Senator shall have 
been ratified by both.

SALOON-LICENSES FOR ILLINOIS. 

Mr. Littler, a Springfield member of the 
Illinois Legislature, has introduced the sub- 
ject of saloon-licenses in a shape which is 
calculated to do more harm than good. His 
bill proposes to fix the minimum license fee 
at $500 and charge in addition thereto 10 per 
cent on gross sales. This would be a com- 
pound tax, which the best students of public 
economy reject as inquisitorial, onerous, and 
unnecessary. Inthis case it would also be 
excessive. In the first place, it would tax 
country cross-roads and village dramshops 
as heavily as city saloons, which is unfair. 
In the next place, the cost of collecting the 
extra 10 per cent would be as large as the 
additional revenue it would yield, as it would 
require a swarm of assessors and collectors 
to hunt it out. But an objection of still more 
force is that any attempt to tax business on 
the basis of gross receipts is necessarily pro- 
ductive of universal fraud and perjury, and 
the saloonkeepers willing to falsify returns 
and deceive or bribe the assessors would 
thus gain an advantage over those who 
might be honest in the same business. Mr. 
Littler's proposition of a gross-receipt tax is 
all wrong and impracticable, and if the 
scheme for uniform taxation of saloons in 
this State be urged upon that plan it will 
probably fail. 

‘The experience of Michigan and Nebraska 
shows that the best scheme for a Stute like 
Iifimois is to fix saloon-licenses at a minimum 
of about $300 for the country districts and 
$500 for the cities, leaving it to each local 
municipality to collect and avail itself of the 
revenue thus produced. Every municipality 
would then be free to collect a larger tax if 
the public sentiment of the community and 


the increase. To make the scheme com- 
plete, it should also be provided that all the 
towns in the State as well as the cities and 
villages organized under the General Incor- 
poration act shall have the privilege of de- 
termining by popular vote whether they will 
adopt the license system established by the 
State or attempt to probibit the sale of liquor 
altogetber within their boundaries. Local 
option and high license constitute the ideal 
regulation of the liquor traffic, for such a 
rule enables suburban communities, where 
families are left alone during the day while 
the men are at business in the cities, to ex- 
elude grogshops altogether, and at the same 
time provides a certain compensation to ali 
communities which are obiiged to tolerate 
saloons for the increased cost of police and 
the injury to society which the indiscriminate 
sale of liquor by retail always imposes. 

It is the revenue phase of this license ques- 
tion which should be made clear to the Leg- 
islature, and the yield of a license system

Joliet, Sangamon with Springfield, and La 
Salle County with its half-dozen cities would 
each derive at least $2, perhaps $2.50, per in- 
habitant trom high license, besides getting 
rid ot about one-half of the drunkenness in 
their midst. In communities where sufficient 
revenue cannot be raised under the pres- 
ent tax laws for the support of schools the 
new revenue from saloons may be utilized 
for that purpose. In other communities, 
like Chicago, where the present laws do not 
admit of raising a revenue adequate to the 
public safety, the large additional revenue 
will enable the City Governments to provide 
the needed police protection and the Improve- 
ments demanded by public welfare. In 
many country districts this saloon-tax would 
almost support the public schools. 

There is reason to belieye that the proposi- 
tion for a minimum saloon-license at the 
rates suggested of $300 and $500 will receive 
sufficient support from both parties in the 
Legislature to insure its adoption, and it is 
certain that such a law will be approved and 
sustained as a public blessing by the people 
throughout the State.

BANKRUPT LAWS. 

We print this merning an article from Mr. 
A. N. Waterman, of this city, on the subject 
of bankrapt laws. All laws of this kind 
—ot which there have been several—have 
proved fallures, and have become so odious 
that they have been repealed after a brief ex- 
istence. The remedy for the ill effects of the 
administration of these bankrupt acts is 
deemed by Mr. Waterman to be in having 
them administered by the State instead of 
the Federal courts. The popular impression 
(we will not say legal) has been that there is 
something in the Constitution which requires 
that a National bankrupt law must fall ex- 
clusively within the jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional courts. Is this the case“ 

The Constitution provides that Congress 
shall have power “to establish a uniform 
rule of naturalization and uniform laws on 
the subject of bankruptcies throughout the 
United States.“ That is ali the Constitution 
has to say on either of the subjects. The 
naturalization of foreigners is specifically 
and essentially an act of the United States, 
but itis performed by all the courts, State 
and Federal. The State eourts have full 
jurisdiction to naturalize foreigners, as well 
as have the courts of the United States. 
Why should the State courts not have like 
jurisdiction over all cases of bankruptcy ? Is 
it not possible to havea National law gov- 
erning bankruptcy, and leave bankrupt liti- 
gation to the courts of the States? Proceed- 
ings in bankruptey have no such particular 
element of nawuonality about them as to re- 
quire them to take place in National courts. 
They are nothing essentially different from 
cases of insolvency which are now common 
in every County Courtin the country. A 
National bankrupt law requires to be noth- 
ing more than the reduction of the best feat- 
ures of these State insolvent laws to one 
uniform law, and thus leave the entire Dusi- 
ness to the local courts of the several States 
as now, to be there heard and disposed of in 
the counties where the debtor and his estate 
may reside. Without pretending to express 
any opinion on the legality of the question, 
we simply wish to call attention to Mr. 
Waterman’s suggestion.

THE SENATORIAL CAUCUS BOLT IN 
MICHIGAN 


The Senatorial contest in Michigan has en- 
tered upon a new phase—a phase only once 
before assumed in a contest for United 
States Senator in the Republican party of 
that State. The caucus that renominated 
Mr. Ferry was called by two-thirds of the 
entire Republican membership of the Leg- 
islature, and attended by fifty-eight mem- 
bers out of eighty-one. About twenty Re- 
publicans declined to participate in the cau- 
cus, some, perhaps, on the ground that it 
should have been postponed, but the others 
with the design of defeating the man who it 
was known would have a majority of the 
caucus whenever it should be convened. 
These absentees are not all Hubbell adher- 
ents; but they represent for the time being 
only the Hubbell bolt. 

The bolt already alluded to occurred in 
1875. The Republicans had ten majority on 
joint ballotin the Legislature. Zach Chan- 
dler was nominated by the caucus, and six 
Republican bolters united with the sixty- 
one Democrats and elected Christiancy, it 
then requiring sixty-seven to elect, as it does 
now. Those six bolters have been relegated 
to vrivate life. 

There was a sharp Senatorial contest in 
Michigan in 1881. There were three eandi- 
dates—Bagley, Baldwin, and Conger--their 
relative strength at the start being in the or- 
der named. There was acaucus. Baldwin 
was dropped and Conger nominated by one 
majority. His election followed as a matter 
of course. ‘There was no bolt. 

In the present contest the caucus rule was 
indorsed immediately upon the assembling ‘ 
of the Legislature by the holding of a cancus 
on the Speakership in which all the Repub- 
licans participated. Hopkins, Howard, and 
White were candidates. White was dropped 
and Howard nominated by two majority. 
About twenty Ferry adhérents voted tor 
Hopkins with the understanding that he was 
a supporter of Ferry, showing that the Speak- 
ership contest was not conducted on the 
lines which divide the Ferry and Hubbell 
forces. The Hubbell forces were ardent 
supporters of the Speakership caucus, Hop- 
kins agreeing as a condition precedent to 
Sigp a call for a Senatorial caucus whether 
he should be successful or pot. He was de- 
feated by two majority and broke his agree- 
ment. 

It is plain that there was a general under- 
standing that the party should be governed 
by the caucus rule. It held a caucus on the 
Speakership and ratified its action. What has 
happened to weaken the binding force of the 
caucus rule? Nothing is seriously alleged 
against Ferry’s record as Senator, nothing 
against his character asa man. The Detroit 
Post and Tribune editorially admits this. 
There is no general party fight against Ferry; 
there is simply the bitter animosity of one 
man—Hubbeil. Is it wise for the Republican 
Legislature of Michigan to follow Hubbell 
out ot the party, the man whose political 
methods have been emphatically condemned, 
not only by the Republicans of his own dis- 
trict, but by the whole country? The Post 
and Tribune bas bolted the party caucus. 
Why? Beeause its President and managing 
Director, Mr. Joy, is a candidate for the 
United States Senate. The real opposition 
to Ferry consists (1) of Hubbell, on account 
of a bitter personal hostility; (2) of Mayor 
Thompson, of Detroit, who demanded the 
Collectorship of that port as the price of his 
support of Ferry, which demand was disre- 
garded; (3) of a coterie of wealthy men in 
Detroit who hope by bolting the caucus to 
elevate to the Senatorial office one of their 
numbef—Mr. Joy. If a bolt is justifiable at 
all, it is difficult to see that any grounds for 
one exist in this case. > 

The Republican party of Michigan is not 


in a condition to divide and conquer. If the 


bolters continue to hold off there is no rea- 


fac | 
result in the election of a Democrat or of 


Hubbell. That would indeed bea calamity 


to the Republican party, not merely of 


Michigan, but of the country, against which 
Republicans everywhere have a right to 
raise a ory of warping, Two-thirds of the 
Republican membets of tne Legislature have 
a right to much consideration from the other 
third of that body. Less than one-third of 
the members have taken the responsibility of 
breaking a caucus; the fifty-eight members 
who participated in the caucus and who are 
nearly solid for Ferry may take it into their 
heads to break gomething.

A more conspicuous instance of the failure 
of justice is difficult to conceive even in a 
Chicago Justice court. Were this assault the 
only one of its kind that had occurred in Chi- 
eago for a long time,or had it happened 
during a period of safety to life and property, 
even then the penalty would have been a 
farce. But this assault is only one of many. 
It oecurred atatime when crimes of vio- 
lence are rampant, when our streets are full 
of ruffians at night looking for people to 
knock down and rob. At such a time, 
above all others, exemplary punishment 
is more needed than at any other to 
deter the criminal classes. In London, 
where an almost exactly similar condition of 
things prevails, two footpads were recently 
caught making an assault, and the magis- 
trates sentenced them to receive twenty 
lashes on the bare back besides several years 
of penal servitude. In Chicagoa police mag- 
istrate fines one of these robber rufflans ten 
dollars, which he knmediately pays ofit of 
the proceeds of former assaults, and then re- 
sumes his profegsion. 

The niagistrate who imposed this penalty 
is understood to be a candidate for reap- 
pointment. If he filis his office again he 
must have the recommendation of a majority 
of the Judges before his appointment can 
be submitted to the Governor to be by him 
sent to the Senate for confirmation. This 
Justice should never have the recommenda- 
tion of the Judges. If he secures it, the 
Governor should refuse to appoint him. If 
the Governor sppoints him, the Senate 
should not confirm him. If he is in sympa- 
thy with the criminal classes, as his judg- 
ment in this case would seem to indicate, he 
is certainly an unfit man for the place he 
seeks. If he is not in sympathy with the 
footpads, then he is disqualified for a Justice 
by sheer ignorance of law and right. A man 
who has no more appreciation of justice, of 
the personal safety of the citizens of Chica- 
go, of the immunity, with which the criminal 
classes pursue their depredations, and of the 
public demand for protection, has already 
held the office three years too long and 
should not be allowed to remain in it five 
minutes after his term expires.

FROM THE GULF TO THE LAKES. 

In 1848 Senator Dougias proposed in the 
United States Senate A bill granting to the 
State of Iilinols the right of way and a do- 
nation of public lands for making a railroad 
to connect the waters of the Upper and 
Lower Mississippi with the chain of lakes at 
Chicago.“ This bill did not become a law 
until 1850, and was bravely supported and 
fiercely opposed. During its pendency in the 
Senate it was advocated by Henry Clay, 
William H. Seward, John C. Calhoun, W. H. 
King (afterwards Vice-President), Thomas 
H. Benton, Gen. Cass, and the Lilinols Sena- 
tors. To complete the original scheme other 
bills, making a like donation of land to the 
States of Mississippi and Alabama, were also 
passed, in 1851 the Legislature accepted the 
grant, and at the same time chartered the 
Iunois Central Raiiread Company, and 
the road from the lake to Cairo was rap- 
idly pushed forward to completion. The 
Mobile & Ohio Road was begun and made 
some progress, but was overtaken by the 
War, and until lately never reached Cairo; 
the first rail communication south of Cairo 
dating as late as 1874. Previous to the IIIInois 
Central reaching Cairo the products of the 
Gulf and Lower Mississippi States were 
shipped North by steamers to St. Louis, 
transhipped up the IIlinois River by smaller 
steamers, traushipped again by canal-boats, 
and reached Chicago by the Michigan Canal. 
These transfers made the transportation very 
costly, and consumed a month or six weeks 
in the trip. Shipments southward were 
equally circuitous and slow. When the road 
was completed to Cairo the steamboat traffic 
was continued to St. Louis and Cincinnati, 
and the transportation was made costly by 
the frequent transhipments, causing delays 
and wastage. ‘The present all-rail rates of 
freights between Chicago and New Orleans 
do not equal the loss by waste and shrinkage 
on the sugar and molasses and the cost of 
repacking of merchandise of former days. 

In 1872 the roads south of Cairo were in a 
most dilapidated and ruinous condition, and 
the Illinois Central Kailroad Company, which 
had faith that the Southern trade was valuable 
and important, advanced $5,000,000 towards 
the extension of the Mississippi Central 
Road to Cairo from Jackson, Tenn., and the 
extension was completed, and that road was 
placed under the same control from Cairo to 
New Orleans. The experiment was not a 
success, and the whole road from Cairo 
south to New Orleans passed into the hands 
of the courts. The loaus made by the IIII- 
nois Central were in serious jeopardy, and 
that company had to interpose and take pos- 
session. The Chicago, St. Louis & New 
Orleans Company, that being its title in 1877, 
passed into the hands of a Receiver, and con- 
tinued so until June, 1882, when it was sold 
by the bondholders, the IIlinois Central own- 
ing a majority of the bonds. During these 
years the management of the road was com- 
mitted to Mr. W. H. Osborn, who, from the 
earliest history of the Lilindis Central Com- 
pany, had been practically its executive, and 
| to whose conservative and wise control that 
railroad company is indebted for the unex- 
ampled success which has attended it from 
the beginning to the presenttime. He called 
to his aid Mr. James C. Clarke, who had been 
for so many years the engineer of the Llitnois 
Central. These two took charge, and on the 
ist of January, 1883, Mr. Osborn addressed 
an official letter to the Directors of the IIli- 
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the gulf. 

The wonderful and unexampied history of 
the management and reseue of this bankrupt 
road, and its restoration toa vigorous and 
prosperous condition, is told briefly but clear- 
ly in that portion of Mr, Osborn’s letter 
which we print elsewhere. Here is the case 
of a road 570 miles long literally rebuilt from 
its ashes, improved by an expenditure of 
$5,000,000, which expenditure has been made 
from its own earnings, in a condition to re- 
duce its overdue and protested bonded debt 
by the retirement of five millions of that 
debt; and is now in a self-supporting condl- 
tion without the issue of any new capital 
stock, These results are the practical 
evidence of wise, skillful, and honest 
management by. those who have adminis- 
tered the affairs of the bankrupt company. 
The history of the Il/inoig Central Railroad 
has been unprecedented. Congress in 1850 
granted this road certain alternate sections 
of public land to build a railroad in Lilinois, 
The land thus granted had been open to sale 
and open to preémption, much of it for forty 
years, without an offer even at the graduated 
price, the maximum of which was $1.25 an 
acre. There was not a mile of railroad in 
Illinois, nor west of this State. 

The chartering of the Illinois Central at 
once gave an immense impetus to railroad 
building, and other roads were immediately 
begun and pushed forward, not only in this 
State but all over the Northwest. In a few 
years every acre of the publie land owned 
by the United States in this State was sold at 
$2.50 an acre, thus paying back to the United 
States the full Government price for all the 
land donated for this road. ‘The land grant- 
ed was, therefore, promptly paid for. The 
construction of the road had the effect af 
peopling the State with actual settiers, and 
led to the establishment of many prosperous 
cities. It has, in the twenty years that have 
passed, been followed by planting over 10,000 
miles of railway in Illinois, and during the 
same time the Lilinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany has paid into the State Treasury some- 
thing like $9,000,000 of revenue. Well may 
Mr. Osborn and the other early officers of 
this company rejoice at the success and pros- 
perity which have followed the building of 
this road on the then wild and unbroken pra- 
rie, and rejoice further over the extension of 
that same road under one and the same man- 
agement from the Upper Mississippi at Dun- 
leith and from the lakes at Chicago to the 
gulf at New Orleans.

Where do these Senators find any warrant 
in the Constitution for prostituting the power 
to regulate commerce to the destruction of 
commerce? Senator Sherman proposes to 
prohibit the importation of araw material 
of American dyes, and Senator Plumb to pro- 
hibit that of a raw material of our phar- 
macists. Congress is permitted to pass tariff 
laws for the production of revenue, and not 
to prevent its coliection. Their power to tax 
is a power to tax for the benefit of the Gov- 
ernment, not to its detriment and that of con- 
sumers, forthe benefit of a favored class. 
We challenge Senator Sherman, Senator 
Plumb, or any other member of Congress to 
point to a line in the Constitution that 
justifies or warrants their action in framing 
commercial legislation to prohibit commerce 
to make revenue laws in order to prevent 
revenue, and to enhance goods on consum- 
ers, and which infringe the equal rights of 
all under the Constitution to life, ifberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness.

JERSEY BANKS. 
PRESIDENT BOICK AND CASHIER SHAW COM- 
MITTED FOR TRIAL. 

Special sMepatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 12.—Justice Stilsine, of 
Jersey City, gave hearings today in the cases 
of Garret S. Boice, President of the wrecked 
City Bank and Treasurer of the Fifth Ward 
Savings Bank, in Jersey City, and Edward 
E. Shaw, Cashier of the City Bank. Cashior 
Shaw was arrested early this morning. The 
officers of the bank were not disposed to 
make a formal complaint against Shaw, and 
therefore Police-Captain Edmondson entered 
a complaint, based on his best knowledge 
and belief, of wiliful misappropriation of 
the funds of the broken City Bank. 
The prisoner pleaded vot guilty, and 
asked for an examination tomorrow 
morning, with the understanding that his 
plea might be retracted at any time and ex- 
amination waived. Justice Stilsing granted 
the request for an examination, and fixed 
Shaw’s bail temporarily at $12,000. Shaw 
was committed to aecell in the police head- 
quarters, where he remained throughout the 
day and night, the requisit amount of bail 
not being forthcoming. IIis wife is the 
daughter of President Boice. 

PRESIDENT BOICE. 

Mr. Garret S. Boice was apparently worn 
out with excitement and grief, and he trem- 
bied visibly as he stood beiore the bar of the 
court to answer the charge of having em- 
bezzled $34,500 of bends belonging to the 
Fifth Ward Savings-Bank.

An Important Salt Against the Texas & 
Pacific—Mistory of the Road. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 12.—In 1856 the project 
was formed of building the Southern Pacific 
Railroad across Texas to the Pacific coast. The 
Grat link iu the transcontinental chain was from 
Sareveport, La., to M@rsbail, Tex. By the time 
this was finished the enterprise broke down pe- 
cuniarily and the road was several times sold 
out by the Sherif. After the War, in the year 
1866, the enterprise was revived and a loan of 
$150,000 was made to the road bya Louisville 
syndicate. The enterprise failed, and in 1868 
the road was sold, and was bought in by the 
Louisville syndicate i order to secure their 
debt, they assuming to pay other prior mort- 
gages and debts to the amount of about $500,000. 
They took charge of the road and put about 
$8,000,0000 more into it, obtained the pussage 
of a number of laws hy the National Congress 
and Texas ture in aid of the road, and at 
lust succeed in 1877, in selling the property to 
the Texas Pacific Haulroad Company for $3,000,- 
000 in land-grant bends. Gould and Vanderbilt 
afterwards put about $25,000,000 more into the 
road, and it is now completed and forms a great 
trunk line from ocean to ocean. The stock- 
holders in the vid company who sold out in 1868 
waited till 1873, then brought suit in the Louis- 
ville Chancery Court against the Louisville 
syadicate to recover the road and all profits the 
eyndicate had made upon it. The case 
has been fought vigorous) on both 
sides. It wasergued and submitted last No- 
vember. Today Chancellor Ed wards returned a 
verdict in favor of the defendants. The Chan- 
eellor holds there was no fraud on the part of 
defendants in purchasing the road in 1468; that 
they were compelied to purchase to save their 
debt. He aiso holds that the suit is defective, 
because the Trustees of the old corporation, 
who properly re nt it, are not parties to the 
suit; also that delay ot the old stockholders 
from 1868 to 1873 before suing was so negligent 
as to prevent them from afterwards asking aid 
of a Chancellor to recover back from defendants 
the read which the latter had made valuable 
during their delay by the free use of money, 
time, and energy.

by her sons. A grown-up daughter expresses 
the belief that it was the attachment which 
her brothers felt for their mother that led to 
their being shot by their jealous and inhu- 
mau father.

RAILROAD CASUALTIES, 


Several Trains Wrecked or Derailed— 
One Life Lost—Miraculous Es- 
capes from Death.

Catrno, III., Jan. 12.—Tke passenger-train 
that left here this morning at 50’clock on the 
Wabash Road, formerly the Cairo & Vin- 
cennes Railway, was wrecked at Olmstead, 
about fifteen wiles from Cairo, and two pas- 
senger-coaches perished in the flames. The 
coaches were weil filled with passengers, 
though, strange to say, none were killed out- 
right, five being badly injured and the larger 
portion of the others scratched and bruised. 


Of the five aforementioned, three are sup- - 


posed to be fatally hurt <A. F. Hol- 
loway, of Eddyville, will. certainly die 
from internal injuries. Capt. Charles 
Baughman and Mrs. F. Korsmeyer, of 
Cairo, were among the passengers 
uninjured, and each of them labored with 
laudable zeal to relieve their less fortunate 
fellow-passengers. Mrs. Korsmeyer especial- 
ly displayed rare courage and thoughtfal- 
ness, doing everything within her limited 
power to ease and render as comfortabie as 
possible the unfortanate victims. She, being 
the only lady passenger, of course was first 
to be looked after, but, realizing that she was 
in a position to do a noble work, she joined 
with the male passengers in caring for the 
injured ones. She walked half a mile 
to Olmstead for aid and medi 
cine, and used her shawis and 
wraps to cover the wounded. Fortunately. 
the train was not going at full speed, though 
after Deing derailed the coaches ran 300 yards 
on the ties before turning over. The dis- 
placing of the stoves set the cars on fire, and 
had ig not been for the prompt and effective 
work of the rescuers the holocaust would 
have been heartrending. With axes holes 
were cut through the roof and the passen- 
gers gotten out. Quite a number of Free- 
masons were aboard the train returning 
home from the series of meetings mentioned 
as being held here this week, which closed 
with the banquet of last night. Immediately 
upon receipt of the news of the disaster at 
the general office of the road in this city the 
officials sent a relief train with Dr. G. G. 
Parker, the road’s surgeon, who performed 
his duty to the injured. The wreck was oc- 
casioned by a broken rail. The fourteen 
most seriously injared are Warren Battle- 
son, of Grand Chain; S. J. Parke, of Me- 
Leansvoro; A. P. Holloway, of Eddyville; 
A. Winterberger, of Shawneetown; W. Jd. 
Fern, W. J. Cobbitt, and W. H. Cover, of 
Tunnel Hill: J. H. Blackburn, of Stone- 
fort; W. F. Moberly and J. I. Moberly, of 
Samoth, Massac County; W. J. Elwell, of 
Shawneetown: G. A. Cummings, of Tunnel 
Hill; Dr. C. S. Williams, of New Columbia; 
and J. F. Smith, of Samoth.

PAWNED HIS WIFE. 


How an Ktallan Satisfied a Debt of 
Fifty-seven Dollers, and How the 
Property Refused to Be Pawned.

Provipence, R. I., Jan. 12.—Glacomo Le- 
prittie, an Itallan, eame to this country about 
three years ago and went to work on a farm 
near this city. About a month ago he con- 
cluded he would like to revisit the scenes of 
his boyhood days iu suyny Italy. He com- 
menced to make the necessary preparations, 
and confided his intentions to a fellow-coun- 
tryman who had boarded for some time 
with him and followed the same oecupation 
This man, bv name 
Ignasio Bocchini, was the creditor of Le- 
prittie in the sum of 857. and con- 
séguently asked him to settle be- 
fore leaying.

In the meantime Le- 
prittie had discovered that Bocchini admired 
his 1 wife, who is a rather pre- 
A Itallan woman, and suggested 

in consideration ofa receipt of the sum 

of $57, he would leave his wife in Bocchini’s 

session. After a little reflection his cred- 

tor agreed to the bargain, and a paper was 

privately drawn up between the two men 

stating that for the sum of $57 Leprittie’s 
wife became the property of Bocchini, 

The wife, however, was not consulted on 
the subject, and knew nothm of the matter 
until uesday last. Leprittie left here on 
Monday evening for New York, telling his 
wife he would return home in about two 
hours, as he Was going to Olneyville. It has 
been ascertained that he sailea for Eurppe on 
the following day, and then Bocchini showed 
the paper to Mrs. Leprittie, claiming her as 
his property. She, however, emphatically 
refused to recognize the transaction, and told 
Bocchini that if he did not leave at once she 
would have him prosecuted. Bocchini now 
wants to know what a°dress he can have, 
and talks about consulting a lawyer on the

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce, markets were more active 
yesterday, and averaged bigher, but were not 
all strong. There was a wave of expectation of 
bigher price, which amounted to confidence in 
some quarters, but the result was unsteadiness 
in grain, while provisions continued to mount 
towards the excelisior. 

Provisions were more active and much strong- 
er. Pork advanced 0c, and closed Ne above 
the latest prices of Thursday, while lard im- 
proved fully be, and closed that much higher 
than the previous day. Meats advanced about 
200. Liverpool was said to be 3d lower on lard 
and 6d lower en short clears, but the local 
bog market was frm, with a smaller 
supply than many had expected, and it was re- 
marked that stocks of product are very light 
for this advanced point in the packing season. 
There was a good buying demand, chiefly on the 
longer tutures, and much of it seemed to be on 
Eastern orders, while local men at first tried to 
keep the market down, and then desisted, as 
they found it going up in spite of them. The 
idea was thrown out that certhio parties had 
been vainly trying to beat the market for sev- 
eral days, and turned round on the other tack 
in the hope of selling on a boom. There was a 
fair demand for meats for export and some 
similar inquiry for lard. On the afternoon call 
pork advanced 5@7e and lard and ribs 2c. 

Fiour was again io fair demand, there being 
several export orders on the market, with a 
moderate inquiry om local account. Holders 
generally asked an advance, but English buyers 
would not concede it, though qubting a fair 
market at previous figures. It is said that a 
large part of the flour port movement is on 
Chicago orders. Bran and middilings were 
stronger. 

Wheat was more active and irreguiarly 
stronger. The market declined Y@xXé early, 


that some large holders nad intended to get out 
of the deal. The seilers soon found that they 
were mistaken, and then theré was a general 
scramble to buy back, which resulted 
in an advance of Ike, belped by the 
posting of very light receipts and news 
that other winter-wheat markets were strong, 
while London was quoted 3a per quarter higher. 
The market eased off later, closing about Ke 
above the latest prices of Thursday, with the 
most strength in May. The visibie supply was 
reported to have increased only 267,600 bu dur- 
ing last week, and first holders are not free 
seliers, while the bad weather ia Europe te wide- 
ly expected to tell on a small seeded area, in 
bigber,prices there. The weakest point in the 
situ&tiod here seems to be the fact that the 
summer futures are largely held on country ac- 
count. The paucity of red in the receipts aided 
tn advancing that grade I lx. while spring 
advanced Ole. and No. 8 winter showed little 
change. On the afternoon call the market ad- 
vanced e. 

Corn was active and irregularly stronger. The:

latest prices of Thursday on futures. May was 
relatively easy and spot strong. The Fritisn 
markets were called firui but quiet, and our 1e- 
ceipts were light, with au increase of only 125,- 
C bu in the visible supply during last week.

The unusual duliness is stocks in New York 
for several days past would appear to have 
caused a littie more attention to be paid by 
Eastern operators to Western produce. Orders 
are setting in, here for provisions and wheat, 
and some for from parties who bave not 
traded here for several months previously. 
Some parties thought the strength iu lard yes- 
terday was partly due to the alleged determina- 
tion of certain operators to take another ex- 
céption to the lack of a proper proportion of leaf 
in the article, and refuse to receive it as regu- 
lar. The Inspector knew of nothing of this 
kind “going on,” and it is possibly a canard. 
The Toledo Produce Exchange Oircular says: 
The inspection of corn at Chicago this month 
has beea very severe on interior shippers, and 
we do not wonder that Chicago receivers are 
themselves compiaining of it.

Why Not Use Mortars at Fires? 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

EVANSTON, Jan. 1l.—Perhaps no more appro- 
priate time can be found than the present for 
calling attention to certain simple means for 
preventing the loss of life at fires when they 
occur in bulidings of two or more stories tn 
higut, a borribie example of which bas recently 
appeared in the burning of the Newhall House 
at Milwaukee. Dozens of lives were lost, many, 
if not all. of which might have been saved, as it 
seems to me, by the adoption of certain simple. 
inexpensive, and entirely practicable means. 
They need not be considered as novel. It is 
enough to know that there ere reasons for be- 
lieving that they would prove effective. They 
are a8 follows: The fre departments of all 
towns and cities should be supplied with a num- 
ber of small mortars, such as are already in use 
at the life-saving stations on our lake and ma- 
rine coasts, from which a wooden or some other 
kind of ball may be thrown into the air, carry- 
ing with it a cord, or, better yet, a tough wire. 
A wagon might be loaded with small mortars of 
the kind mentioned in any desirable number, 
ready to be tired, the balls carrying with them 
cords or wires entirely over the burning build- 
ing. These wires hanging over the sides of the 
buildings might have attached a number of smal) 
rope ladders, which could be drawn up with the 
loss of but a few moments of time. In this way 
a means for descending from any part of a 
building would be bad and the difficuities of such 
cases surmounted. Let instruments for this 
purpose be perfected, a certain number of fire- 
meu be thoroughly trained in their use, and one 
or more wagons employed to accompany the 
fire-engines to every Are. carry not only 
mortars ready for action, but a plentiful supply 
of rope ladders and the like. If some such 
means bad been on band and promptly used at 
the late destructive fire there would seem to be 
but little doubt that the majority of persons

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might have beou saved who were obliged, under 
the circumstances, either to remain in the build- 
ing and be burned to death in sight of the help- 
less multitudes below or leap from the upper 
stories to be fatally injured or killed in the fall. 
These suggestions are made in the hope that 
they may meet the eye of some persons actively 
engaged in our fire departments. By all means 
let us, if possible, take measures for preventing 
another so dreadful a catastrophe as that whica 
has ocourred at Milwaukee.

Philadelphia letter: Mile. Augusta Sohlke. 
once the favorit danseuse of the Empress 
Eugénie, the pet premiere of King William, 
and the bright particular star of the Viceroy 
of Egypt’s imported ballet troupe, is now the 
directress of the revels of the nymphs who 
nightly caper on the stage of a city variety 
theatre. Her first fortune was sunk in un- 
fortunate business investments, and the sec- 
ond was swept away during the Commune. 
Notwithstanding the many trials she has 
passed through, Mile. Sohlke is a cheery, 
chubby, fair-faced, and well-preserved little 
woman of 45 or thereabouts.

Culture had reached a high 
level, and every one almed at being clever 
and brivjiant, and, above all, learned, It was 
the golden ageof England when the national 
intellect reached the supreme hight in phi- 
losophy, poetry, the drama, and tue splendor 
and depth of thought in secial life. 

Queen Anne, though the duliest of good 
women herself, was tortunate also in having 
her reign illustrated by a great race of in- 
teilectual celebrities, all of them eminently 
distinguished for conversational power, as 
Swift, Pope, Bolingbroke, Lady Mary Wort- 
ley Montague and others. And there were 
great and brilliant women, and talkers even, 
in the heavy Georgian era, whose wit and 
wisdom are preserved to us in the bright 

ages of Horace Walpole, like dried rose- 

eaves, with the perfume still fragrant as in 
life. Dr. Johnson is the high priest of the 
last century, and we filing a wreath to the

Later on“ we find the female 
intellect supremely Illustrated only by the 
name of one woman, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning. She stands alone without a rival 
in the century, Dut then she stands alone 
amid the women of all centuries. 

After the death of the great poetess of En- 
gland the royal race of women who reign by 
right divine of intellect disappears, and the 
professional beauty seized the _ vacated 
throne as a social power. The women of ge- 
pius retreated into solitude, and are now 
never heard of but on a title-page. ‘They no 
longer cast their influence on society as 
brilliant thinkers and talkers; and a literary 
salon, ruled over by some dazzling queen of 
intellect, some splendid woman of wit and 
learning, exists in London no more; fur, 
while the rush ot life is tending to destroy 


of knowledge is sapping the foundations of 
the conversational art whieh former genera- 
tions almost raised to the perfection of a 
science. 

There is nothing now left in the offer 
world to talk about.

But, as conversation dies out; the silent 
pieasures of 1 are gaining strength and 
importance. - Brilliant professional genius is 
summoned to do all the singing, playing, 
talking, reciting, while society merely sits 
still and listens. There is music, when none 
dare even to whisper to his neighbor a casual 
remark; recitat when the room must be 
hushed to perfect silence; while at the thea- 
tres society sits patiently, cramped and si- 
lent, for four hours or so, and is happy that 
no demand is made on it for talk. 
The whole mental activity of life has be- 
come vicarious. We lay our weariness on 
the head of some substitute; and so all per- 
sonal responsibility ends for the exercise of 
intellect. We leave all that to professional 
talent, and, except that we eat and drink, we 
Ss as well be gods of stone, ranged, with 

igid features, round the walls of a drawing- 
roomfor massed in the centre like pins in a 
pincushion. 
There is no place auy more for brilliant 
individuality or the small amateur accom- 
plishments. Trained talent has seized the 
brain of the world, and grown rich on the 
monopoly, as the merchants have seized the 
commerce and transmuted all they touch to 


gold. 

Society is frozen into a mere aggregate of 
passive recipients and listeners, much de- 
pressed by the consciousness of their own in- 
significance and inferiority; while the profes- 
sionals receive the plaudits and the pay, and 
exult, with justifiable pride, in triumphs fairly 
won by genius, talent, and earnest study.

London let There is an idea among 

some narrow-minded people who have mixed 
little in the world, and moved but in one 
fixed xroove, that the more exalted the sphere, 
the more aristocratic the circle, the grander 
the title, the more perfect the manners that 
prevail. It is needless to attempt to refute 
such a fallacy as this, but merely to assert 
that examples of the most perfect manner 
are to be met not ouly among those who can 
boast of long lineage and high birth, but 
also among those who lay claiin to neither. 

Our present etiquet is constructed upon 
the refinement, polish, ulture of years, 
even of centuries—from days of Louis 
Quatorze to the present day. Wealth and 
luxury, and contact with all that is beautiful 
in art and nature, have in all ages exereised 
a powerful influence on the manners of men, 
we do not say on the times, as, unfortunate- 
ly, these advantages did not reach down to 
the many, but were confined to the 
strictly few; but, in these modern 
days, the many have come, and Still 
come, within the charmed circle; 
the ring broadens, ever widens; it is 
not now, as in olden days, that their lot 
torbade.”” On the contrary, the possession 
of wealth or of talent is the open Sesame to 
the most cultivated, refined, and highest cir- 
cle. We have said already that the word 
etiquet is too narrow for all it embraces; it 
must be viewed in a déuble light, and be 
taken from a moral point as well as from a 
conventional one. A kindly nature and an 
unselfish spirit are never wanting in true po- 
liteness, but the conventionalities of society 
give the finish and completeness to the 
whole, the color, as it were, to the picture: 
the grace and the harmony to the eye and 
tne ear. In some the conventional spirit is 
uppermost, and they have but at best a sur- 
face polish. in others the kindly feelings ot 
the heart are allowed full play, and no act 
of genuine politeness is omit or left un- 
done in their intercourse with their fellows; 
and these graces of kindly politeness linger 
in the memory, trivial though they may 
have been, years after one has lost sight of 
this true gentleman or thorough ‘lady, and 
and one says of him, “ What a charming 
man he was, how courteous and considerate, 
and oh, how kind!“ and of her, “She was 
the sweetest and prettiest-mannered woman 
Lever met.“ 

It is only given to the very few to be thor- 
oughly and unaffectedly charming without a 
shadow of seif-consciousness or effort. To 
assume a would-be charming manner for the 
moment, with the desire to be unusually 
pleasant to some one in particular, does not 
confer the enviable reputation of having a 
charming manner. It does not sit easy 
enough to be altogether natural; it conveys 
the idea of er: put on for the occasion, 
and, like ail other rare a pagy it hardly 
pleases and seldom deceives. Etiquet and 
true, politeness would have us go further 

han this; and our manners of today should 

our manners of tomorrow, and not vari- 
able according to place and persons. The 
world is quick to note these uncertain de- 
meanors, and everyone’s measure is quickly 
taken and retained. 

The ceremonial! of etiquet is indispensable 
to the smooth working of socity at large. 
Take, for a the etiquet of precedency, 
in force both in public and in private, on 
every public oceasion, and in every private 
circle, precedency steps into render assist- 
ance, and is as necessary in the smallest pri- 
vate circle as in the largest public gathering, 
because it assigns to every one his or her 
piace, as far as claim can be laid to place. 

istakes in the matter of precedency are not 
only committed by those who have enjoyed 
few social advant but by those also who 
have everything in their favor. Young 
ladies, for instance, when married from the 
school-room, as it were, often make grave 
mistakes on the question of precedency, if 
they do not ignore it altogether. At wed- 
dings a kuowledge of precedency is very de- 
sirable, it puts every one in the right place
